
DEFER CHARLESTON RACING 

MEETING AT NEW TRACK WILL NOT BEGIN 
UNTIL WEDNESDAY OF NEXT WEEK. 

Week's Delay Considered Advisable in View of Con- 
dition of the Course — Meeting Will Be Ex- 
tended Beyond Original Closing Date. 



Charleston, S. C.. January 8. — At a conference 
In Id yesterday at which all the racing official* were 
jin sent, ii was decided to defer the opening of 
racing here fur one week, making the inaugural 
day January 17 Instead of January l<>. as originally 
|ilulltieil. The deeision to p«.st|H>lie the opening fol- 
lowed a visit to the course in the morning and a 
survi val of [lie damage done to the track l>y the 
hard rains of the preceding night. The till, which 
lias in the past given the constructors much trouble, 
was found to have sunk nearly a foot and other 
weak spots on the track liad developed. The work 
on tli«- track would have been tackled speedily and 
the damage repaired yesterday, but’ the builders 
could not procure the necessary laborers to tackle 
the job. The wet and cold weather was responsible 
for not more than twenty men retaining for work 
out of the 4do expected. 

The necessity tor postponing was annoying to 
General Manager I’mis. who has been sanguine all 
along that lie would be able to throw the course 
open for racing on the date announced. lie still 
finds (lint lie could have the plant in presentable 
shape to begin on Wednesday next, but it was 
pointed out to him the advantages of having the 
stpuelure entirely completed for the opening anil lie 
reluctantly consented. He announced to the horse- 
men tliat the truck would he turned over to them 
on Wednesday next for the galloping of their horses. 

With the additional week in which to fully com- 
plete the phi at. nothing will he lacking for the 
opening, and the course should present a spick and 
span appearance when the bugle calls the horses to 
the jKisf in the initial dash. 

“Nothing short of an earthquake can cause a further 
_ postponement -of the ‘opening,” said General Manager 
'-i*oiis tijdav. “There is little to lie done on the track 
Vriij'M*. and what little there is enn be accomplished 
in .ess tlian two days. As a matter of fact, I still 
adhere to tiie lielief that we could have been in 
fair shape to open on Wednesday next, hut I wanted 
to satisfy Hie horsemen that the track was firm and 
safe. There is little to lie done on tin* grandstand 
and other appointments of the plant, and we will 
n|mn with a fully completed course on January 17." 

The Sumter inaugural Handicap, scheduled for 
decision on the opening day, ami the St. John’s 
Held Selling Stakes, originally scheduled to be run 
on January 13, will be decided on January 17 and 
20. respectively. 

The iMistpouement of one week will not affect the 
plans of the management to conduct racing for 
seventy-live days, as announcement was made that 
tiie racing season, instead of terminating oil April 
r». would la- prolonged to April 111. 

.Manager I’ous of the Charleston Fair and Racing 
Association announced tills afternoon that A. 11. 
Hade had been engaged to do the starting during the 
meeting which will open at I’almctto Fark January 
17. Mr. Dade enjoys a reputation second to none as 
a starter and his selection to till a vacancy created 
by the inability of James Milton to serve as starter 
nioets with general favor. I*. A. Brady, who had 
been selected as one of the stewards, will also lie an 
absentee from the official roster. It has not yet been 
decided who will till Mr. Brady’s place, but several 
good men are available and it is the purpose of the 
club not to select a man hurriedly. W. 1*. Burch 
is the presiding steward and his associate will be a 
horseman of importance. 

Tin* absence of Messrs. Milton and Brady front 
their prospective positions is a result of t he court 
proceeding instituted against the Columbia Racing 
Association during the meeting in that city. Messrs. 
.Milton and Brady acted as officials at Columbia and 
it was deemed best that they should not be connected 
in a similar capacity with Charleston racing. The 
association lias the most friendly feeling for both 
Messrs. Milton and Brady and it was with mticti 
regret that the decision to dispouse with their ser- 
vices was reached. 

General Manager Rons gave out the following 
statement: “In order that the public may under- 

stand fully our disappointment in not having James 
.Milton serve as starter for tiie Charleston Fair and 
Racing Association, as well as judge Brady in an 
other capacity. 1 desire to make it clear that it was 
because of the court proceedings in Columbia, with 
which I found their names connected. Not desiring 
in any way to antagonize the court. I felt called 
upon to request the resignation of these gentlemen 
ns to their intended connection with our meeting. 
Personally I hold these two gentlemen in high re- 
gard and Mr. Milton is my personal friend. It is 
• with regret I deem it necessary to take this action, 
as I consider Mr. Milton a starter not only uni- 
versally liked, but perfectly competent, and believe 
with such an opportunity as would have been given 
him here, he would have justitied his appointment.” 

The weather conditions today prevented much prog- 
ress in construction work ou the course. Rain fell 
in torrents all morning and fairly flooded the plant. 
A large force of men have been engaged and are 
awaiting favorable conditions to start working with 
extra teams to complete the till on the far turn. 

There were a number of arrivals from different 
points during the past twenty four hours. The big 
racing establishment of Catcsby Woodford arrived 
from Kentucky last night in charge of Jack McCor- 
mick. There were twenty horses in tin- lot and in- 
cluded in the number were several Star Shoot two- 
year olds, also a brother to Roselien and tiie good 
tbree-y ear-old Sonada. 

Every steamer ami train is adding big numbers 
to the already large concourse of horsemen and turf 
followers assembled here, and this staid and quaint 
city is undergoing a transformation in its personnel. 
It now presents almost a metropolitan appearance. 
Every one is enthusiastic over the prospects for a 
successful season of racing and there is no doubt 
that Charleston promises lietter for winter racing 
than lias any {mint since the close at New Orleans. 

Well informed politicians do* not look for the 
passage of any anti-racing legislation during the ap- 
proaching session of the South Carolina Legislature. 
’Hie preponderance of local sentiment appears to tie 
In favor of the sport. Many who are not familiar 

► with the sport are disposed to give it a fair trial 
before taking a stand for or against it. The man- 
agement will naturally make every effort to elimi- 
nate all objectionable features, with the idea of es- 
tablishing racing on a permanent basis here.

DECISION RENDERED IN COLUMBIA CASE. 



COLUMBIA CONTINGENT WILL BE READY. 



Supreme Court of South Carolina Dismisses Proceed- Horses in Training at That Point for Charleston 
ings Against Race Track. Racing Well Advanced in Preparation. 



Columbia. S. C.. January 8. — Tiie Supreme Court 
today dismissed the proceedings instituted Decem- 
ber S to show cause why the racing promoters should 
not bo enjoined on tiie ground of having maintained 
a nuisance, in permitting betting to lie carried ou at 
the track while the races were run. Col. I*. H. Xel 
son and Mr. W. S. Nelson, of the lirm of Nelson. 
Nelson .V Gettys. of attorneys for ibe race meeting 
promoters, argued the motion to dismiss the rule, 
while Assistant Attorney -General M. P. DeBruhl ap- 
peared for the state, opposing the dismissal of the 
rule and asking that an injunction be granted. 

The answer to the rule was made by J. W. Rico. 
A. X. Elrod, A. T. lleise and C. J. Lynch, of the 
Columbia Racing Association; E. W. Armbroster. the 
alleged head of the "bookmakeis,” and J. M. Cantey. 
the secretary of the State Fair Society, the latter 
the owners of tile ground where the races were held 
The substance of the answers of these parties bolds 
that, as the races have stopped, the alleged nuisance, 
which they deny to have been a nuisance, lias been 
abated and that therefore there is nothing for tiie 
court to consider. The Fair Society denies any 
knowledge of any nuisance and slates that they rent 
ed tbe grounds to C. J. I.yneb for one month for the 
stint of and that they were not parties to 

any of the alleged conditions at the race track. 

Attorneys for the racing promoters stated that 
there was an agreement between tbe promoters and 
the Attorney -general, that if the races should lie 
stopped on December 30 that there would be no 
ground for a hearing on the rule to show cause, ami 
Colonel Nelson pointed out that in compliance with 
this agreement the races were ended on December 30. 
instead of January 0. the date originally set ns the 
time when they were to end. Assistant Attorn \v 
General DeBruhl said that the Attorney -General did 
not understand that any such agreement had been 
made. 1 >u t argument on this point was ended by the 
court calling attention to the rules that all stub 
agreements must la- submitted in writing. 

The main point oil which the attorneys for the re- 
spondents asked that the rule lie dismissed was that 
the races bad ended and that if it common nuisance 
hail la-en maintained, in permitting betting to he 
earried on at the track while the races were in prog- 
ress, which they denied, that it had lieen abated, 
since tbe races bad ended and that there was noth- 
ing to consider by the court. Authorities for this 
position were cited by the attorneys, Messrs. Nelson 
\ Nelson. 

In opposing tills point, Mr. DeBrnhl contended 
thiit the races had ended— on the eve of the bearing 
and tliis would not prevent an injunction being is 
sued against them and cited rulings of the Supreme 
Court in the “blind tiger” injunction proceedings to 
sustain his |m > si t Ion. In other words, bis position 
was that the races were ended on the eve of Iht- 
bearing in order for their side to la- in a position to 
say that, the alleged nuisance having aha ted itself, 
there was nothing to consider by the court, and. 
therefore, an injunction could not Ik- issued against 
something which doesn’t exist. 

It will In- noted that the meeting promoters held 
that the races were ended on December 30. in accord 
a nee with an alleged agreement with the Attorney- 
Gencral. and not to dodge the injunction proceedings 
as alleged by the position of the state. 

Colonel Nelson, in reply to a question of tbe court, 
stated that they would be willing for the rule to be 
dismissed with the costs up to the present to be paid 
by the respondents, the racing promoters. 

At one time in the argument Mr. Do Brtthl. in re- 
plying to a statement by the opposing counsel rela 
tivc to the injunction proceedings being pushc-l 
against the Columbia promoters in order to have 
some effect on the Charleston race meeting, said 
tliat he knew nothing of any proceedings against the 
Charleston racing. 

The hearing took place last week and in its deeis- 
ion rendered today the court held that the respon- 
dents had shown in good faith Hint the alleged nui- 
sance complained of had lieen aha ted.

John H. Morris has had tbe misfortune to lose the 
two-year-old colt by (Vsarion — Mary Agnes, which 
he purchased out of the Powers-IIunter Co.’s Novem- 
ber sale at Lexington. Tbe colt was shipped to 
Charleston in charge of James S. Kverman and died 
shortly after arriving there. 

Columbia merchants give tiie racing that was go- 
ing on there during the tnuiitii of December credit 
for the best Christmas trade they ever enjoyed. The 
business men are convinced tliat the racing brought 
considerable money into the town. Out of town visi 
tors that went there for tiie races were purchasers 
on a large scale.

At the annual meeting of the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association. S. S. Howland. J. E. Cowdia 
and II. S. Page were elected stewards until 1915. 
The stewards elected August Belmont, president. 
J. PI. Alexander, vice president, and H. J. Moms 
secretary and treasurer for tbe year 1912. Frank J. 
Bryan was elected secretary of the Hunts Committee. 

it is understood to lie the intention of the inter- 
ests tliat have obtained an option on tiie Sheepshead 
Bay track t<> change it into an immense playground. 
The proposed changes include the construction of an 
automobile track two miles in circumference, golf 
links, archery and tennis courts, many “diamonds' 
for Iniseliall. polo holds, a steeplechase course for 
amateur racing and artificial canals which will fur 
nisli a waterway to Jamaica hay, and thus provide a 
course over which motor boats may race. 

BOOKING TO CONTINUE AT COEUR D’ALENE. 



Columbia. S. C., January 8. — Since tbe close of 
the local racing season a number of horsemen have 
remained here to fit their horses for the opening at 
Charleston. It was known that the Charleston track 
was not a suitable training ground in its unfinished 
-ondilion, and. in fact. Manager Pons hail suggested 
that the strings be kept away from bis track until 
a few days before tin* opening. This injunction was 
disregarded by some horsemen, but they have been 
the losers. The horses that have remained at Co- 
lumbia have bad an excellent training ground and 
will be unloaded at Charleston ready to go to the 
, ost. 

The shipments to Charleston have begun, but there 
are some owners who will wait here with their 
horses until tin- meeting is under way before they 
will make a change of base. Columbia lias had 
more than its share ot wet weather, hut the track 
is a safe, good training ground, and particularly 
these who contemplate racing two-year-olds have 
profited by staying here. 

By some error a notice was posted in the office of 
the secretary recently tliat owners remaining on the 
grounds would be required to pay a stall relit of 
$2 for each horse. This came as an unpleasant sur- 
prise and the horsemen talked of packing up at 
once, but a visit to the Fair Association stockholders 
resulted in ail being invited to stay as long as they 
pleased as tiie guests of the association.

Yanke Horse Beats Arasee, Sebags and Other Good 
Ones in Handicap at Juarez. 



El Paso. Tex.. January 8. — After carefully looking 
into the merits of the pari-mutuel system of betting 
as compared with that of tiookuia king, the manage- 
ment of the Coetir d'Alene track have decided that 
at present it is not advisable to make any change. 
Accordingly, tin liooktiiakers will hold forth during 
tbe spring meeting at Coeur d’Alene. In speaking 
"f the matter. W. W. Finn, the chili’s representa- 
tive. who is now at Juarez, stated that while lie 
approved of tin* pari-mutuels, he thought that, is- 
asinuch as the people of Spokane, from which city 
tin- track's chief patronage is derived, had shown 
a liking for the liooking method at the initial melt- 
ing Inst summer, it would lie inadvisable to make 
a change. He stated further that in Ids opinion 
Spokane has not a sufficiently large population to 
stipnort the pari-mutuel system ami make worth 
while its adoption.

El Paso, Tex.. January 8. — The racing at Juarez 
yesterday was exciting and full of surprises. The 
attendance was far above tbe average fur Sun- 
day. aud the weather was perfect. An allow 
mice race at one mile brought out a field of good 
class and resulted in a dud between Leopold, Arasee 
and Setiago. tiie former greatly improved horse win- 
ning in a hard drive by a head from Arasee, with 
Sebago a tiring third. The honors of the race be- 
longed rightfully to Arasee, as he was jumped upon 
aud severely out during the running. It made ap- 
parently little difference to the lion-hearted son of 
Blues, for he closed with rare gameness and just 
failed by a sh irt head to achieve victory. The rest 
of the field were strung out fur almost a sixteenth 
of a mile behind- the placed horses. Meadow was 
never at any time prominent. She acted badly at fie 
post and had as a rider Gruth, who was of absolutely 
no assistance to her. 

Hawthorn won the two-year-old race in the same 
impressive manner as on the occasion of liis first 
essay. Juan surprised everyone, including his owner, 
by winning the mile and a quarter race with eas. 
aud incidentally reducing the track record by thrci 
fifths of a second, to 2:07. 

J. W. Fuller lias secured the contract on jockey 
Roy Seblen. Jockey Estep was suspended for ten 
days by the starter for pulling up at the barrier 
with l.ady Tcndi in the third race.

Mr. Hughes had previously 
offered Mr. Bradley $5 .<mm> for this colt, which was 
pronounced by Richard i'roker upon his recent visit 
here one of tbe grandest thoroughbreds lie bad seen 
in years. Mr. Bradley said he would not take 
$10,1400 for the colt. 



WHERE RACING PROSPERS 

FAMOUS AMERICAN TRAINERS DESCRIBE CON- 
DITIONS IN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES. 

A. J. Joyner, J. H. McCormick and Thomas Welch Ra- 
tion from Abroad to Spend Brief Vacations and 
Speak Glowingly of Their Experiences. 



New York, January 8.— There were gathered 
around a table at the Hoffman House recently a 
group of the most renowned trainers ever seen In 
America. It Included James Rowe. Tom Healey. 
Tom Welch, J. H. McCormick nud A. J. Joyner. 
The last-named had just come from England ou the 
Lufeitunia, and the others had hastened to wel- 
come him back to America. McCormick has lieen 
back from Germany for several weeks. Hushed with 
his most successful year on the German turf. Welch 
had spent the summer in France, imbibing all needed 
information for his forthcoming season when he will 
train a good-sized stable for Joseph E. Wiilener. 

Tom Healey never fails to "foregather” with liis 
former rivals in developing stake horses, eager io 
hoar ail that he can about the high-class men who 
carry on racing in Europe. Rowe, as general man- 
ager for Harry Payne Whitney's horses here, acts 
as commissary-general to Jack Joyner's stable a: 
Newmarket, anil will keep it supplied with the best 
material left in this country until such lime as taut 
material exhausts itself. Then what? How long 
will Mr. Whitney continue to breed horses here, 
send them across the water at great risk and ex 
pense, and try to win the English classics with ma- 
terial that must be kept at the very highest notch 
to give it a chance? With no racing in this state, 
there will he no object in importing the best horses 
and mares, with the idea of sending their best pro- 
duce abroad. 

Joyner paid unstinted praise to tbe English turf. 
“It is popular, as von can realize when you read 
about the hundreds of thousands who go to tbe Dei by 
and St. Leger. At tbe same time it can only tie 
actually indulged in by wealthy men. as owners, 
because the expenses are far in excess of anything 
in America, i have to send horses to as many .is 
fifty different places in the course of a season. In 
many of the races the entrance fees make up the 
prizes run for. and there is sometimes an excess. 
The short meetings help to do away with the cry of 
too much racing at any one point. England in and 
will continue to he the home of the best horses in 
the world. You can’t buy the Derby or St. Leger 
winners unless under exceptional circumstances, such 
as tiie death of the owner and the settlement of his 
estate. Even then you are likely to Ir- outbid, as 
instance the case of Flying Fox. fur which nearly 
8189,000 was pai.l. Such a horse as Lord Derby's 
Swynford is not for sale at any price. Neither is 
Bayardo or Lemberg. Such mares as Sceptre and 
Signnrinetta are kept in the country liy patriotic 
men like Mr. Weatherby and Lord Rosebery. As for 
our own chances, why von ought to see the horses 
at Newmarket apil elsewhere. They are simply 
grand to look at — they keep their flesh well, and are 
not raced often — that is, the high-class ones. I have 
a good opinion of Sweeper II. for the Two Thousand 
Guineas, anil my friend Mr. Hulton certainly has a 
good colt In Lomond, which may win the Derby. 
We have forty-four horses in training, mostly t w„- 
year-olds. There are about 5.000 in Great Britain. 
It would look to be long odds against our doing well, 
wouldn’t it? As for half-mile racing by two-year 
olds, there is a big difference of opinion as tii its 
merits. Whether it be halfta mile or five furlongs, 
tin* pace is sure to lie fast all the way since the 
American jockeys set the fashion of making the 
running from the start, and it seems to some that it 
would hurt a young horse less in run half a mile at 
top speed than five furlongs at top speed.” 

J. II. McCormick had the pleasure of training 
Dolomit, an unbeaten two-year-old. liy Aril l’atrick. 
one of the German Government's Studs' stallions. 
McCormick now has fifty-six horses in training for 
liis several employers, of whom Baron Oppenhelm is 
the most notable. To listen to this shrewd Ameri- 
can’s stories of notable turfmen for the past twelve 
years is to participate in an entertainment not 
equalled at a professional event. He is known all 
over tin* racing world for ids humor. Episodes with 
Messrs. Keene, Belmont. Bell. Thomas aud others 
well known to turfmen figure in liis anecdotes. He 
owns horses at Sheepshead Ray and Brighton Beach, 
stock in race courses which no longer pay dividends, 
and holds notes which will never he redeemed. But 
Simeon Ford. Patrick Francis Murphy, or the late 
"Joe” Ryan could give no weight to McCormick in 
liis amusing comments concerning liis had invest- 
ments. 

Speaking about Hcrmis, just reported sold to Ed- 
mond Blanc, McCormick, who trained the "little red 
horse” from August of 1991 to the following spring, 
said: "The published price StlO.oOo was the exact 

price paid by Mr. E. It. Thomas. Mr. Boll hud no 
more idea of selling him than I had of becoming 
King of England. Mr. and Mrs. Thomas admired 
ihe horse greatly, and when Mr. Bell was asked if 
lie would sell him. he, thinking to put a prohibitive 
price upon the horse, said $00,000. When Mr. 
Thomas said he would take him Mr. Bell ncnrlv had 
a tit.” 

“You need never expect permanent racing re- 
stored here in America unless the government tnkes 
a hand in it," continued McCormick; “in Germany 
tin* public is in favor of the sport, lint they pec 
heavily for the privilege of betting, for It! per cent, 
is deducted out of every kronen that is put into the 
totalizator. That is as it should be. If tbe people 
must bet. let them pay for it. But the money thus 
taken comes back to the people in another way. It 
is put into the purchase of the best stallion's and 
mares that can be secured in England. France, or 
Russia, and the far I army remounts of Ger- 

many eonie from these thoroughbreds. Arc the great 
statesmen of America so blind that they cannot see 
tiie end of their war on racing? Let them look at 
what is going on In every European country. Even 
tiie once despised Italy has a national stmi for the 
foundation iff its cavalry. Look at Austria with one 
stud farm alone of 50.000 acres, where 0.000 men 
are employed. Look at Germany with 3.500 stall- 
ions. anil France with an equal number. Austria has 
numerous breeding farms for cavalry remounts. Oh. 
what a lot we Americans have yet to learn from 
the old countries.” 

"Grunewald.” continued McCormick, "is forty 
years ahead iff its time. It is the most perfectly 
appointed course I ever saw. When I was out in 
San Francisco, I thought tiie up-to date electric 
devices worth talking about. Just imagine tliat the 
hath rooms for tiie jockeys at the Grunewald course 
is not excelled in its details !>v the Waldorf Astoria. 
So. too. with the clubhouse and graiidstaud. There 
is no training at the track. All that is done at 
Hoppegarten. in another part of the outskirts of 
Berlin. We send our horses in a special train each 
day from Hoppegarten to Grunewald. where there 

is a splendid tving stable. Then the saddling 

paddock. At Hoppegarten there are various kinds 
of courses — turf. sand. tan. gallops, etc. To gallop 
a horse on anyone of these costs thirty kroneus. or 
six dollars. I frequently gallop twenty ou ^ day. 
so you see how it costs to train a ldg stable. But

everybody concerned is happy and contented. 

•■Some of our American jockeys do not seem to 
realize that they are amidst different surroundings 
when they reach Germany. That kind do not last 
long. Just think of a well-known American trainer 
of jumpers going around the most fashionable stee- 
plechase course in France, in a paddock tilled with 
ladies and gentlemen, and he with his old corn cob 
pipe in the corner of his mouth. He did not last 
long. Imagine another, a man training for a well- 
known American, going around the paddock without 
his coat, and with one of those llat-brimmed soft 
felt hats cocked over his left eye. lie was asked 
to wear his coat in future. 1 am not an aristocrat, 
but I know enough to realize that when in Rome 
I should do as the Romans do.” 

Tom Welch, like both his compatriots, is observ- 
ant and up-to-date. What lie saw in France made 
him realize how much we in America have to do 
before we can expect to get racing re-established 
here. He sees that it has the sanction of both 
government and populace in France. There it is 
not carried on as a mercantile transaction for the 
enrichment of a few stockholders, that its enormous 
profits are devoted to the welfare of the people who 
contribute to it, because nearly all the money earned 



goes to t lie government and is re-distributed for the 
formation of studs for cavalry purposes. Inciden- 
tally. the people are afforded a popular amusement. 
Who will lie the first real statesman to stand up in 
Congress and propose the appointment of a commis- 
sion to look into the question of army remounts, and 
thus pave the way to the re establishment of rac- 
ing on a sane, permanent basis? 

Would an American syndicate be called insane 
who were to do this, for instance: Suppose a small 
body of public-spirited men were to pool a sum of 
money, go to England, buy four of tbe most desir- 
able mares in open market for $40,000. then take 
them to their own country, offer them for sale, see 
them sold in open market for about sixty per cent, 
of what the mares had just been sold for in Eng- 
land. What would he thought of these men iu 
America V Their relatives would surely haul them 
into court to have their sanity passed upon. Yet 
this is exactly what lias just taken place in Ger- 
many. only the syndicate are patriotic men. aiming 
to do in their way something for the welfare of their 
government by ini|>orting mares to be sold to tbeir 
own countrymen. .The only restrictions they made 
were that the mares must not go out of the country 
without their consent, and must he owned by citizens 
of tlieir country. 

Some <>f our own countrymen are doing something 
of this nature through donations to the United States 
government and to the Breeding Bureau of New 
York State: hut the example of these few is not 
being followed up, and tiie present agitation should 
not be allowed to die down. Every man interested 
in the future welfare of his conntry should arouse 
and at once direct his congressman to take action 
looking to remedying existing evils. 

Mr. Belmont is taking the usual necessary steps 
to send to France liis fine, sturdy horse. Flint Rock, 
which will head his stud in Normandy. He told 
me three weeks ago that the horse is to go. He 
also told me almut the negotiations from English 
and Irish turfmen for Rock Sand. As long as Rock 
Sand is kept here. 1 have some hope for the turf. 
If lie is sent back. I would regard it as a bad 
sign. Up to t lie present Mr. Belmont has not yielded 
to t lie tempting offers from abroad. 

Charles Kohler is sailing for England next Wednes- 
day. He is going to see the stewards of the English 
Jockey Club about licenses for S. C. Hildreth and 
jockey Shilling. Mr. Kohler, t lie new owner of the 
Hildreth horses, is a youthful appearing man of 
forty-four years. He looks no more than half that 
age.' Ho is an inventor of piano attachments and 
is one of New York’s keenest and most successful 
business men. Those who knew “Billy” Bissett, 
who was for years John A. Drake’s secretary, are 
reminded of Bissett when they see Mr. Kohler. 
Both wear spectacles and both have the same type 
of face. Mr. Kohler’s work in behalf of the Gittins 
bills last summer, when he and James Butler worked 
so hard for it. is well known and appreciated here 
by turfmen. 

You will, of course, recall Galen Brown. I have 
just heard that he is training the stable of horses 
in France owned by M. Stern son-in-law of one of 
the Rothschilds. .Mr. Stern' brought before the 
French Jockey Club the case of jockey Guy Garner, 
who went to France last year to ride for Mr. 
Belmont. He was successful. Mr. Belmont natur- 
ally thought he would again have the boy’s ser- 
vices in 1912. by virtue of a verbal agreement made 
with the boy’s mother, who lives in Iowa. But M. 
Stern’s offer to the boy himself caused the lad to 
agree to ride for the French turfman. Mr. Belmont 
<lid not think this was proper, hence tbe case goes 
to the French stewards. JOSEPH J. BURKE.
